Our government hoas beon sdy isesd thnt
the military reprosentatives of the
ers at Pokin are again considering the
question of establishing fortitled  posts
betwoeen Pekin and the sea  and |t s
the understanding that they genernlly
favor It.

The proposition to estabilish such posts
was made months aga.  In the French
note submitted to our government Inst

negotintions, the military occeupation of
twao or three points on the rond from

response to this the president stated that
e was upable to commit the United
Btates to a permanent participation i
stich ocenpation, bt he thought it de
sirable that the powers obtaln from the
Chinese govertnment the assurnnce of
thelr pight to guard thelr legations In
Mekin aud to have the menns of unre
stricted them whenever o
quired.  Subsequently  the  American
minister was Instrocted that this goy
ernent did pot favor the powers hoy
ing fortitled posts between Pekin awd
the sea and this fs 1ts present position,
gince the Upited States s to Keep in
China only a sufficient pumber of sol
diars to guard the American legation
It I the understanding, therefore, that
Goneral Chaffee has been instructed to
endeavor to induce the military repre
gentatives of the other powers to alinn
don the propesition to establish fortited
posts,

That such posts, garrisoncd by Eure
pean soldiers, would be a complete snfe
giard agninst such an uprising as that
of Inst year In the immedinte locality ix
uot to be doubted. It s possible that it
would alse have a genernlly wholesomoe
influcnce,  Buat it Is a goud depl to ask
of the Chinese government that it shall
permit foreign soldiers to be gquartered
in its territory and to hold practical do
mwinlon over the reglon oceupied,  The
demund implies lack of falth in what
ever assurances or guarantics Chinn
wny glve for the future protection of
the forelgn legations and for the walp-
tenance of peace and order, an implica
tlon which the Chinese government can
hardly be expected to regard with com-
placency.  Furthermore, the Chinese
government may feel that the preseoce
of u mn.-ehh-rnhf-.- budy of forelgn troops
in fortified posts on its territory would
be A constaut menace to its soverelgn
rights, That government Is understood
to be willing that fts own forts between
Pekin and Tien Tsin shall be disman-
tled, but It not unreasonably objects o
having fortified posts garrisoned by for-
elgn soldlers,  Certainly none of the
powers, If in the place of China, would
couslder such a proposition for a mo-
ment,

1t 18 by no means unlikely, however,
that China will be forced to yield In
this matter, for there appears to be gen-
eral agreement amwong the powers In re-
gard to it and the Unltéd States govern-
wrent having taken steps for the with-
drawal of its troops from China 1ts mili-
tary representative at PPekin will prob:
ubly exert little intluence,

CLEVELAND'S NEW MAYOR.

It rarely happens that the result of o
municipal election attracts nationsl nt-
tentlon, but that s the ease with the
election In Cleveland, O, this week, and
for the reason that Tom L. Johnson, the
demoeratic candidate for mayor, was
successful, As a mere political incident
there is nothing partlcularly signitficant
in this, for Mr., Johnson's predecessor
fs a demoernt, but the new mayor |s
personally a singularly ioteresting mau,
who I8 likely to figure on a broader field
of polities than at present.

Tom L. Johnson is many times a mil
Honaire, but he s one of the most ear-
nest foes of monopoly. He Is an advo-
cate of the single tux theory and also
of munleipal ownership of public utill-
ties. Although profiting by the policy
of protection he Is in favor of free
trade. He made Lis campaign for the
mayoralty chlefly upon the proposition
that street raflroad faves should be re-
duced to 3 cents, promising that If
elected he would force a reduction of
fares to that figure. Belug a practical
street rallway man he knows whether
the roads can be profitably run, in a
city like Clevelund, at that rate,

Mr. Johnson has been a representative
in congress and I8 sald to aspire to the
United States senate. However this
may be, it is not to be doubted that be
intends to make himself felt In Ohllo
democratie politics at least and perhaps
soouer or later in npational polities.
Meanwhile his efforts will be divected
to carrylog out the promlse to give the
people a dw«ent fare on the street rail
ways, and If successful his example will
be widely followed. This is renlly what
makes Tom L. Johnson, mayor of Cleye-
land, a figure of national interest.

l‘L’ﬂA;H UGAR COMPETITION.

What effect 1s the competition of
Cuban sugar lkely to bave upon the
peet sugar industry of the United
States? According to a report recently
made by the census bureau, thirty-tive
beet sugar factories have been bulit in
the United States sluce 1805, Thirty-
one of these factories are now in opera
tion, turning out over 250,006,600
pounds of sugar annually. Thus far the
industry has been commercially sue
cessful, but whether or not it will con-
tinue to grow may depend very largely
upon the competition of Cuban sugur.

Representative Stevens of Minnesota,
who recently vislted Cuba, s of the
opiplon that the adwmission of Cubanp
sugar to the American market free of
duty wounld be the deathblow to the
beet sugar industry, He estimates the
production of sugar in the island this
year at 1000000 tons and thioks that
In time Cuba  will produce  enough
sugnr to supply the eptire dewand in
the United Btates,  There s no doum
of this if the Industry roaches such
development a8 s possible,  Mrp, Ste
veus takes the view that instead of ac-
cording any special  consideration to
Cuban sugar In the American market
the government should, o the lnterest
of the howe ludustry, maiotaln the
el on sugur, waking e exception us
o the Cuban product.

THE UNDERGHOUND WIRE PROBLEM.

An ordinance has been  lntroduced
fnto the ety counell extending the con-
tract of the electric lighting company
for o period of five years on conditlon
that the company place Its wires under
ground before the expiration of the
present contract, two years hence. This
proposition should be welghed and con-
sidered from all poluts of view before
It Is acted on.

There 18 no doubt that overhead tele-
phone, telegraph and electrie lghting
wires, In the heart of the clty, must
sooner or Iater, as a wmatter of public
safety, be placed under ground. It Is to
be deplored that the city has not been
in condition, owlug to luck of Hoancial
resources, to construct the pecessary
condults, so that all corporations own-
ing overhead wires could be accom-
modated, without diserimipation, at rea-
souble charges. Until the eity ean con-
struct these condults the frunchised cor-
porations will necessarlly be compelled
to bulld their own condults,

On what conditions the right of way
should be granted, svhat privileges they
are to enjoy and to what extent the
city should reserve the right to assume
the ownership of these condults Is a
! very grave question for the considera-

Estlainte of British Diplomat For-
merly Sationed at Washington,
Bpringfeld (Mass.)

STRENGTH OF THE GRANGE,

A Potent Factor Among the Farmers
of the United States,
New York Mall and Express,

It has been a prevalent popular impres-
sion that the grange movement had ceased
to be an active, living, potent force among
the farmers of the United States, except In
a few localities. Perhaps this impression
bax arisen because less Is read in the pews-
papers about the Infliience of the grange In
party politics; perhaps because the craze
for radical legiglation, especially directed
aguinst  traosportation comnanles, has
either died away or has become associnted
with the opames of other organlzations.
Whatever {ts source, this impression is re-
garded as erroneous by Kenyon L. Buttor-
field, who presents in the current Forum a
summary of what the grange has nccom-
plished, and an interesting account of is
present activities and ambitions.

It will surprise many, even of those who
take an interest (n toples relating to agrl-
culture, to learn that the grange is not only
the oldest of the general organizations for
farmeirs, but thut it still comes the nearest
to being a truly national organization. I
survival after attempts to divert lts foree
inte pdartisan and soclallstic wovements s
to be found in its adherence, with ocea-
slonal eXceptiors, to Its fundamental prin-
ciples of cducation and brotherhood.

Following the
example of the navy, the soclety will build
gpecial salling vessels as tralnlog ships, on
which boys can recelve practical instruction
afloat, It is upnder the patronage of the
grand duke of Oldenburg, the German em-
peror, Prince Henry of Pruseia and all the
lnrge steamship lines. The ship Just
launched has a displacement of about
1,000 tons. It will accommodate about 220
boys, and in the summer months 1t ‘will
crulse In the North sea and Baltie, In
winter {m southern waters, At the end of
their course the boys will easily find good
berths on board German merchant ships.
The instruction will Include not only the
rudiments of practical seamanpship, but also
Germnn histgry, geography, arithmetic
and Eoglish,
